camera work as thoroughly as they 
would their pet science. 


Alva Carter made a good sugges- 


tion when he said amateurs who wish 
to make their pictures better should 
take as many in the winter as they 
do in the summer so as not 
to be 


out of practice by the time the next 
balmy days slip 
around. 
Moreover 


truly 
beautiful 
pictures 
may 
be 


secured in the winter 
when 
every- 


thing is resting under a blanket of 
white and numerous healthy sports 
are being enjoyed, he savs. 


MIST OBSERVE HOURS 


Pictures, to be satisfactory at this 


time of the year, must be taken be- 
tween the hours of 10 in the morn- 
ing and 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
according to Mr. 
Carter. 
He also 


states that the average picture is 
under exposed. The ordinary distance 
from an object 
is 12 feet 
on 
the 


average camera he said, and with a 
portrait lens attached about 6 feet is 
a fair distance. 


A number of don'ts were given by 


Frank F. Koch, who states that snap- 
shots should not be taken 
indoois, 


under trees, in the shade, on a co\ 
ered porch or in 
cloudy 
weather. 


Others are: 
P»:n't jolt the camera 


but release the shutter with a steady 
movement: don't open the back of the 
camera until the entire film has been 
wound up and be sure 
the film is 


rolled tight before sticking the end 
down. 
These two mistakes, accord- 


ing to Mr. Koch, are responsible for 
the majority of light-struck or fogged 
films. 


Failures 
sometimes are 
due 
to 


undertimmg, too small stops, 
light 


which is too weak, or short exposure. 
Non-exposure is due to failure to set 
shutter, failure to press 
button or 


lever, failure to take off the cap or 
holding the finger in 
front of 
the 


lens. 
Lack of clearness m the film 


may be caused by the object moving 
too fast, lack of focus or the shaking 
of the kodak. These failings may be 
remedied without any great difficulty 
but the big thing is practice and a 
careful observance of instructions, Mr. 
Koch says.

should never be hold in the hands 
when making an 
exposure 
longer 


than 1 25 of a second as the picture 
is likely to be 
blurred. 
In 
indoor 


pictures a tripod should bo used if 
the best results arc desired for this 
device is easily adjusted and more 
reliable than When depending on a 
window ledge or table to hold 
the 


camera. In indoor pictures, according 
to Mr Schlmtz, the color of the walls, 
number of windows, and color of the 
drapings 
have an 
effect 
on 
the 


probable result and will 
determine 


the time of the exposure. White walls 
and several windows require 
only 


about four seconds, whale dark walls 
and hangings and 
more than 
one 


window require twenty seconds. The 
same dark interior with 
only one 


window would need forty seconds to 
assure a clear picture

light exposures. A room of medium 
size with light colored walls and ceil- 
ing should be used as these 
have 


much to do with the success of the 
picture.

the lens as they will prevent dilation 
of the eyes arid help avoid the stai*. 
so common in flashlight exposures. 
The flash sheet must be placed high 
but may be any where except in the 
immediate range Of the lense. Strong, 
bold lightings are obtained by placing 
the light close to the subject.

opinion.

In some quarters he will only make more 
bitter the antipathies that already have 
been aroused.

Thes^ will 
give him a fair hearing. 
Whatever of

I 
have often before been caught well prepared to 
succor the injured along the road.

described was my first disgraceful failure and was 
due to a change of cars and inexcusable procras- 
tination about changing the first aid outfit.

That for a coun- 
try 2-7 the size of Wisconsin, as it 
contains only 15.987 square miles, so 
that it would take 15 Switzerlands to 
mako one state of Texas.

pride themselves over their military 
system,

training, 


which every Swiss man has to take 
for two weeks. They do not want to 
be a military nation with a standing 
army, for they say the army must 
only do police duty. When a German 
soldier recently chided an Appenzell 
soldier for lying partly drunk in the 
gutter disgracing "the army of the 
Swiss" this humerous guy said: "We 
do not have a standing 
army 
in 


Switzerland."

Function for Religion in Peo- 


ple's Forum Address 


I/ouls Wallis, noted lecturer 
and 


sociologist, presented a new and in- 
teresting conception of one of the 
functions of religion before a disap- 
pointing audience at the fourth Peo- 
ple's Ftorum in Lawrence Memorial 
chapel Sunday evening. 
Less than 


600 persons hear-1 the address. Dr. 
D. O. Kinsman presided. Mr. AVallis 
declared that relforion is losing its 
hold on the people because the present 
generation cannot find in religion a 
solvent for the social and economic 
problems that are confronting- 
them 


and that it is the business of the 
church not only to save souls but to 
give the people a social mind and 
consciousness which will make them 
see the necessity of solving our prob- 
lems with justice. He said that there 
is a law of justice as the basis of 
civilization and it is our business to 
find this law. 


"It is the business of the church 


to send UP forth with hearts aflame to 
make this a better world," Mr. AYallis 
said. 


Mrs. "Winifred Willson-Quinlan lead 


the community sinking which opened 
the program and this was followed by 
three excellent solo numbers by Mrs.

PEOPLE EXPLOITED 


Mr. Wallis devoted a large part of 


his lecture to show that the union of 
church and state in ancient, medieval 
and even in modern history was large- 
ly for exploitation of the poor by the 


>v.rrich and he interpreted the Bible to 


«how that God was constantly on tl>e 
side of the poor and the oppressed. 
The constitution of the United States 
prohibits enactment of law which will 
establish a state religion because the 
founders of the country felt that un- 
ion of church and state was for pur- 
poses of exploitation, Mr. Wallis said. 


The speaker deprecated 
the de- 


creasing interest in religion in this 
country that people as a rule avoided 
anything of a religious nature—even a 
lecture if the title indicated that it 
might deal with church or religion. 
This, he said, was due to the increas- 
ing social and economic interests ol 
the people, causing they to lose faith 
:n religion because it did not offer a 
way out of their difficulties. 


"SKY 
PILOT" RELIGION 


Religion in the middle atros was 


largely of the "sky pilot" type in which 
the people were told that the princi- 
pal function of the church and the 
Bible was to save their souls: they 
were constantly told to keen their eyes 
on Heaven 
and 
to disregard their 


earthty tnai 1 s beca u s n oa r 1 h wa s m e re - 
ly a period ot" experience and thai 
I heir principal reason for existence 
was their salvation, Mr. Wallis told 
his audience. 
He sui<! that was all 


right but in the meantime artisticrats 
of their day were exploiting the people 
reducing them to slavery and this was 
possible because of the, union of church 
and state. 


Mr. Wallis quoted exerpcts from the 


scriptures to show that rvcn in the 
Old Testament 
there were 
protests 


against concentration of property in 
the hands of the few that the prophet 
of old had denounced the "trusts" --.f 
ancient Hebrew days. Jesus, ho said, 
was the crystalization of all that the 
prophets had «aid and He in His life- 
time had preached social justice, there 
by angering the Romans who were not 
averse to getting Him out of the way. 


ROMANS WATCHED PAUL 


The gospel preached by Paul was an 


individualistic gospel, quite different 
from the religion taught by Jesus. Mr 
Wallis said. This was due largely to 
•the. fact that Roman police were 
watching Paul and ho had to be rather 
careful in what he said. But Paul die' 
a great work; he forced Roman pagan 
ism to the wall and established Chris- 
tianity in the Roman empire and this 
christianity became the state religion. 


The old orthodox conception of the 


Bible is fading away as people are be 
coming more farni'iar with the scrip 
tures, Mr. Wallis .said. 
"This orthodox conception still is 


on the screen." he declared, "but it is 
fading away and a new conception is 
coming. It is coming slowly and will 
need much discussion and education 
before we. will enter into a new era 
of religious experience." 


Mr. Wallis said the church cannot 


be. used to back 
any 
political or 


economic scheme or propgram if it to 
continue a.s a church. One the other 
hand it cannot continue only as :i 
means of individual 
salvation.
